Humbly ſheweth; 


HAT James Marquis of Douglas, Earl of Angus, &c. as Heir ſerved and re- 
toured to the deceas'd Archibald Earl of Angus his Father, ſtood infeft by Charter | 
under the Great Seal, of this Date, in totis & integris terris & baronia de 1673. 
Braidwood, comprehending the particular Lands therein mentioned, cum /ibertate 


2 privilegio liber@ regalitatis infra integras bondas dictæ baroniæ de Braidwood. Que qui- 
dem terre & baronia de Braidwood, &c. cum pradicia libertate & privilegio liberæ regalita- 
tis, are therein ſaid to have pertained heritably of before to John Earl of Lauderdale, and 
to have been refigned by him in the Crown's Hands, in favours and for new Infettment there- 
of, to be granted to the ſaid Archibald Earl of Angus, and his Heirs. 
Ihe aforeſaid Lands and Barony of Braidwood, with the aforeſaid Right and Juriſdiction 
of Regality, were, by Diſpoſition, of this Date, conveyed by the ſaid Fames Marquis of 168 i; 
Douglas to Sir George Lockhart of Carnuath, who was thereupon infeft ; and, in the ſame 
Year 1681; obtained a Charter under the Great Seal, ratifying and confirming the aforeſaid 
Diſpoſition by James Marquis of Douglas, with the Infeftment thereon, 
That your Petitioner's Father ſtood infeft in the Premiſſes, upon his ſpecial Service and 
Retour, as Heir to the aforeſaid Sir George Lockhart his Father, daieg 24th May. 16 SSS .. 
And, in the Year 1721, having execute Diſpoſition of Tailzie of his whole Lands and 1721; 
Eſtate, and, amongſt others, of the Lands ind Regality of Braidwood, in favours of your 
Petitioner, and the other Heirs of Tailzie therein mentioned; your Petitioner ſtands like- 
wiſe infeft in the Premiſſes, upon a Charter under the Great Seal following upon the afore- 
ſaid Tailzie. 
That, by virtue of theſe Titles, your Petitioner, his Father and Grandfather, ſince the 
Date of the Purchaſe from James Marquis of Douglas, have continued to exerce this Rega- | 
lity-juriſdiction, by holding of Regality-courts, by the Bailie's having ſpecial Commiſſions 
for that Purpoſe. 
That your Petitioner being now deprived of this Juriſdiction, which his Grandfather pur- 
chaſed for a valuable Conſideration, by the late Statute aboliſhing and taking away the heri- 
table Juriſdictions in Scotland; and your Petitioner being intitled by the ſame Statute to de- 
mand your Lordſhips Opinion touching the Value and Price of ſuch Juriſdiction, in order to 
his obtaining a juſt Recompence and Satisfaction therefor : And, in order thereto, it being 
neceſſary that a Claim ſhould be preferred to your Lordſhips, your Petitioner, however un- 
willing to have parted with this Juriſdiction, being the only one of the kind of which he is 
poſſeſſed, takes the Liberty to claim L. 1000 Sterling as the juſt Value and Price thereof. 


May it therefore pleaſe your Lordſhips, to find your Petitioner lawfully poſſeſſed of, and 
intitled to this Regality-jurijdiftion ; to declare your Opinion, that the Value and 
Price thereof is or ſhould” be L. 1000 Sterling; and to certify this your Opinion to 
his Majeſty in his Privy Council: And though your Petitioner humbly hopes be ſhall 
have no Occafion for any further Production than the Rights above mentioned, yet as 
the original Titles and Rights of this Regality were not delivered up at the Purchaſe 
in the 168 1, and therefore are ſuppoſed to be ſtill in the Poſſeſſion of the Duke of 
Douglas, Earl of Lauderdale, or one or other of them, ai repreſenting their re- 

ſpectiuve Preaeceſſors, or their Agents and Doers, to grant Diligence, at your Peti- 


tioner's Inſtance, for recovering the ſame, to be reported againſt the 1/t December 
next.
